(1) The Peaſants of Ireland are driven to inhabit Mountains and Bogs, in miſerable 
Huts, where they never taſte animal Food, while large Tracts of as rich Land as any 
in Europe are covered with Oxen and Sheep. | 

(2) Ireland is prohibited from exporting any Woollen Manufacture, although ſhe 
might furniſh many Foreign Markets, now ſupplied by France, particularly Turkey 
and Portugal, with certain Species of Woollen Goods, at lower Prices than the French 
can afford to ſell them. This Prohibition obliges the Iriſh to carry on a Contraband 
Trade, with the French, in raw Wool, ſo neceſſary to their Manufactures, that their 
Demand for it raiſes the Price in Ireland beyond the Reach of the Iriſh Manufacturer 
for Home-Conſumption. | | 

(3) Veſſels, freighted. with Goods from America, a few Species only excepted, 
although deſtined for the Iriſh Market, and paſling cloſe to the Iriſh Coaſt, are obliged 
by Law to proceed on, and unload in ſome Port of Great Britain. Their Cargoes, 
after much Riſk, Expence, and Loſs of Time, are there re-ſhipped to return, to the 
Place of their Deſtination, through a Paſſage more dangerous than that from America 
to Ireland. | | 

(4) The Prohibition to export Iriſh Woollen Goods is far from being the only 
Reftraint laid upon Ireland, beneficial to the Manufactures and Trade of France: 
Among many other Inſtances, the Prohibition of all Iriſh Goods from being ſent to the 
American Markets, except Linen and Proviſions, tempts our Coloniſts to admit, in a 
Contraband Trade, many Foreign Articles which might be had cheaper from Ireland, 
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
